DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
September 22, 2008 has been entered. 



Response to Amendment 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC $112 

1. The rejection of claims 2 and 9 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, is 
withdrawn due to the cancellation of claim 2 and the amendment to claim 9, wherein the 
limitation "at least 1 .5" has been deleted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 5 103 

2. The declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 filed September 22, 2008 is sufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 1 and 3-10 based upon 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Herold (US 3,829,505) in view of Lawrey et al. (EP 0 759 450 A2). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 3-21 (now claims 1-20) allowed.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
claims are allowable over Herald (US 3,829,505) in view of Lawrey et al. (EP 0 759 450 
A2) based upon a showing of unexpected results. It was not expected from the prior art 
that the addition of an antioxidant in the claimed amounts before the reaction would 
result in a reduction in the induction time (see declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 
September 22, 2008).
